Thirty years ago theré was ifving™in 


Andover, Mass., an aged gentleman } 


who was a true patriarch and saint,— 
Samuel Farrar, Esq. For forty. years 
he had.been'gnejof the pillars of the 
town, and an essential part of the life 
of the community and of :the institu- 
tions of learning there, being the chief 
officer of the bank and treasurer of the 
institutions for the greater portion of 
that time. It was the privilege of the 
writer to board for a season at the same 
table with him, toward the close of his 
life; and certainly he was one of the 
most saintly men both in look and 
character we ever knew. Above me- 
dium height, with finely. cut features 
having a feminine delicacy, with a 
head rather narrow through the ears, 
but high and full in front; and the thin 
white hair falling down almost to his 
shoulders, he.was the very ideal of a 
holy patriarch. 

As he was laid aside from active ef- 
fort -he used to express sometimes the 
feeling that he was of little value in 
the world, a depression of feeling nat- 
ural from the increasing feebleness of 
nearly fourscore ‘years, and coming 
after so long a life of active and highly 
important service. 

On the 8d of November, 1859, the 
following letter and sonnet expressing 
the feelings of the family, were sent to 
him for cheer and comfort, and were 
quite acceptable. 

Samuel Farrar, Esq., Reverend and 
Beloved Sir:—You have occasionally, 
and, as it seemed to us, sadly remarked 


‘that you were an old man, of not much 


use in the world, accomplishing but 
little, and therefore net to be regarded 
as of worth compared with the young 
and vigorous. You have saddened us 
much by these illusions; for to us and 
all others’you appear in a different 
light. 

Life may not be as sunny for you as 
once, but your presence is to us like 
the soft shining of the sun through 
broken summer showers. The snows 
of many winters have indeed fallen 


upon your head; but the’ venerable. 


decay of an ancient pine has unspeak- 
ably more influence to soothe the per- 
turbed spirits, and suggest deep serious 
thought than a forest of saplings. 


O dear sir! if you knew how much } 


good you were doing, you would never 
feel desolate. The beautiful hues with 
which Autumn decks Nature ere she 
lies down in winter’s tomb, seemed to 
me suggestive of, the far nobler spir- 
itual adoruments with which God glori- 
fies your declining days. 

Wishing to express our feelings to” 
ward you in some suitable manner, I 
have framed this comparison into a 
sonnet, which will you be so-kind as to 
accept; and believe me ever your hum- 
ble friend.”’ 

The sonnet enclosed was as follows: 


Drear, wild winds wail autumnal requiem 


“Over Nature's death. Bat through her latest 


hours,— 
Like ancient sacrifice adorned with flowers,— 
With gorgeous garb and dazzling diadem 
Of golden clouds and various tinted leaves 
And mocks the mournfulness which for her 
grieves. 
So thou with holiness and meekness crowned, 
Who treadst the tengthened path-of aged years, 
And nearest where the river's brink appears, 
Dost seem to us, poor children, wrapped around 
In saintly-robe, by waiting angels given:— 
Thy torm within our midst, thy heart above: 
Just waiting till thy Saviour calls thee home to 
heaven,

passed away since then, and the ven- 
erable patriarch and saint long since 
slept with his fathers. But the sweet 
smile that wreathed his face, and the 
gentle grace of his manners live an un- 
fading and cherished memory, as the 
bloom and fragrance of the soul of one 
who was a lofty tpye of those pure, 
serene sons- of God--who—are—at-once 
the salt of the earth and the doers of 
the wil! of our Father who is in 
heaven.

New Boundary Line Between Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire. 


Handsome new granite. boundary 
stones have lately been set to mark the 
line between Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. These are the outcome of 
the protracted controversy that has ex= 
tended through several generations, 
the records of which are spread through 
the annals of the dispute, in English 
and colonial history. In erecting a 
sign of the result of the controversy, 
the commissioners have fallen back to 
the art of the polished stone age, and 
have caused to be erected _ beautiful 
monumental hounds bearing dates from 
1740 down to the date of the final part 
settlement, with the names of the com- 
missioners and surveyors who have 
acted from time to time in the matter. 

On the northerly face is a capital P, 
standing for Pelham; on the southerly 
face is a capital D, standing for Dra- 
cut; on the easterly face is cut a pine 
tree, as a tpye of the first bound, and 
on the westerly face is a Hazen record, 
which is the earliest it being in 1740. 

Explanatory tothe ‘survey and the 
results, it is to be said that the lines 
were run from the point where this 
bound stands, westerly to the Connec- 
ticut river and easterly to the Atlantic 
ocean, by the commission of 1890, the 
result of which was only the ending of 
the controversy on the easterly portion 
of the line, whicn has covered a period 
of 150 years. The monument is set 
opposite Pawtucket falls in Dracut, 
standing in the place of the original 
pine tree bound of the early time and 
will endure for untold ages to show 
what was accemplished by the genera- 
tions of the past and that of the pres- 
ent time. 

The final work on fthe eastern por- 
tion of the line has Been accepted by 
resolutions respectively passed by the 
legisiatures of -Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. This part of the survey

One is apt to wonder what had gone 
wrong that they should so darkly hint 
at it, ‘our present circumstances being 
such!’”? A direct descendant of ‘the 
Town Clerk ‘himself told me how it 
happened. It seéms that the town was 


dependent upon New York for sup- 


plies, and that sloops made regular 
journeys back and forth, exchanging 
their produce for imported merchan- 
dise. A vessel now on its way had on 
board some casks of molasses, without 
which ingredient no housekeeper could 
make orthodox pies. The delay of the 
sloop was evidently the work of Provi- 


dence; if winds delayed the sloop, and 


the sloop delayed the molasses, and the 
niolasses delayed the necessary pies, 
why should not Providence wait until 
“with conveniency” there might be 
Thanksgiving?—Christian Union. 


The Pennies Out of the Slot. 


Pennies are a burden to the Sub- 
Treasury in Wall Street, for they have 
been accumulating there at a rate 
which threatens to fill all the vaults to 
overflowing. It was figured recently 
that there was a trifle of thirty-six tons 
of coined copper stowed away in the 
strong rooms of the establishment. 

In March the Sub-Treasury had on 
hand $49,000 worth of pennies. Ever 
since then more have been coming in, 
and the demand has by no means 
equalled the supply. Now the stock of 
pennies is worth $104,000. As a bag 
containing $10 in the pieces weighs 7 
pounds, it is evident that the whole lot 
amounts to 72,800 pounds in’ weight. 
Through’ its bulk the accumulation 
amounts to a nuisance, for it takes up 
room needed for other purposes. 

The penny-in-the-slot machines are 
at the bottom of the trouble. Most of 
the companies owning them have their 
headquarters in this city, and the coins 
collected from the machines are shipped 
to the New York offices, and thence 
lugged over to the Sub-Treasury. So 
it happens that New York has become 
the bourn to which all good pennies 
are likely to travel sooner or later. A 
logical deduction would be, of course, 
that eventually the slot machines would 
end their own usefulness by exporting 
all the pennies from the'r neighbor- 
hoods, but that has not quite come to 
pass yet, and in the meantime the 
Treasury officials have got to dispose 
of the tons of money they have on 
hand. 

In anticipation of the demands of the 


holiday trade, preparations have been’ 


made for heavy shipments otf pennies 
from this city to other: parts of the 
country; and in that way it is expected 
to get rid of a good many tons of them. 
The Sub-Treasury also has a neat 
pile of five-cent pieces—$65,000 worth 
altogether. That 1s, however, a slight 
reduction from the amount on hand in 
March.—New York Times.

The inventor is Omas S. Crane, and 
he and Dp E. radley, who is the prin- 
cipal owner, have beén at work on it 
for five years. 

The saving of lumber that this ma- 
chine will effeet will be very great. 
Mr. Lewis> said that in small lumber, 
one-quarter and one-half an inch in 
thickness, one-quarter of the log is lost 
in sawdust. Then another eighth is 
| lost in planing, and the lumberman in 
preparing his lumber for use loses three- 
eights of the Jog. This new invention 
will save all that. . 

This week the machine ran for, the 
first time in four months. It cut cherry, 
ash, bireh, and maple in‘thicknesses 
from a sixteenth toa half inch. The 
machine is mtended to be placed in the 
woods and to cut the trees-as_soon as 
they are felled. Green wood is cut 
more easily than seasoned wood, but 
logs were cut up yesterday that had 
lainin the yard 10 years. The ma- 
chine weighs 40 tons.—New York ‘Her- 
ald. 


Electricity 


Has vocations in the green fields and 
on the hillside as well as: in town and 
cities. In many parts of the country 
the electric light is most effectively 
employed to lighten the labors of the 
farmer and lengthen the time at his 
disposal during the busy period ef the 
year, when the harvest has to be got in 
shape for the market in the shortest 
time possible. 

With the electricity at command the 
day is twenty-four hours long instead 
of fourteen, says Hlectricity.. The en- 
ergetic farmer who. keeps abreast of 
the times is not content merely to carry 
on his threshing operations by day; he 
also works through the night with the 
aid of the vivid rays of the are lamp. 

How much this means to a farmer 
only a farmer can appreciate. Delays 
which would be caused by wet weather 
are avoided by taking advantage of dry 
spells and clearing off the work in deu- 
ble quick time. The proprietor of 
agricultural machinery for hire is also 
a gainer ‘by this arrangement, as the 
earnings of this plant for a single sea- 
son are greatly increased. 

In our opinion, the day is not far 
distant when it will pay electric light 
companies who are established in the 
neighborhood of agricultural regions to 
organize a portable electric light plant, 
which should be complete in itself and 
could_be sent-out ona moment’s notice | 
whenever required for such work as we 
describe: —Cape Arm Advertiser. 


Novel Passenger Cars. 


California will astonish and ‘interest 
visitors te the World’s fair of 1893 with 
two elegant'railway cars made entirely 
from the trnnk of a single tree. The 
work is in progress, and not only is the 
scheme perfectly practicable, but the 
trunk must be bared down a little to 
bring it to the right size for passenger 
cars. 

It is of the famous Sequoia gigantea 
-species, is one of the big trees of Tu- 
lare county, and the orginators and 
managers of the scheme are Messrs. 
Doyle, Meyers, and Bachman of that 
county, The treeis to be bored and 
sawed down according to the method 
in use, precautions being taken to have 
it fall so as not to splinter; then out of 
the best part of the trunk sections are 
to be sawed of the length of passenger 
cars. The work is then to proceed by 
making one, side.flat for the bottom, 
cutting in the doors and windows, then 
boring, sawing, and adzing out the in- 
terior, rounding the roof, polishing and 
finishing. The bark and all the part 
cut out will be made into souvenirs.

From his remarks 
the following was gathered: 

‘‘What will he do with it?” is the ques- 
tion which naturally arises when a young 
man comes into the possession of a large 
fortune, Well might the same question 
be asked in regard to a young man’s 
youth, which is certainly the greatest 
fortune a young man has. Very often 
sons are told to enjoy themselves all they 
can, for these are the happiest days of 
their life, and they will never enjoy life 
as much as you do now. This, he said, 
was entirely wrong, for every year of life 
brings fuller and richer enjoyment to 
those who live a right life, Each period 
of life is best for those who are in it. 

However__much. wealth and _ social 
standing may be desired, they are not 
the young man’s fortune, Lt will not im- 
prove his mind or morals to be conscious 
that some day a large fortune will come 
into his hands. Beauty of face or ele- 
gance of manner do not constitute a for- 
tune, they must be combined witn char- 
acter. Touching upon athletics he said 
“a young man’s fortune did not lie in his 
physique.”’” This is necessary, but itis 
mind, will and soul that counts, not 
brawn. Business ability is set down by 
some men as a fortune for a young man, 
This may lead to temporal success, but 
a.joung man’s fortune really comes from 
his power to discern what he wishes to 
attain in life. This power does not exist 
in knowledge or sentiment, but in the 
will, He who has no’will power is use- 
less and this will can be cultivated. The 
three roots of manliness are knowledge, 
will and obedience. Our lives should be 
fashioned after a certain plan, not allow- 
ing a hap-hazard building ofour char- 
acter.

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NOOSE WAITS FOR ALMY. 


WILL BE HANGED THE FIRST TUES- 
DAY IN DECEMBER, 1892. 


Murder in the First Degree is the De- 
cision Arrived at by the Court—The 
Murderer Sent to the State Prison; 


PLyMoutH, N. H., Nov. 20.—When [the 
court doors were opened yesterday the 
waiting crowd came in with a rush, pack- 
fng the building to suffocation. Almy 
tame into the court room wearing 4 hag- 
gard look, but he appeared unconcerned 
and took his accustomed place, 

The court was called to order promptly 
on time, Counsel Burley began his argu- 
ment for the defense. He admitted the 
murder, but to the second de, He 
quoted from the common law,and referred 
in the case of the state against Pike as 
showing that the statutes should be ruled 
in favor of the prisoner, so far as could be 
in harmony with the law. The different 
degrees of murder and their penalties 
were reviewed, the efforts of counsel being 
to secure a sentence for murder in the sec- 
ond degree, the penalty for which is thirty 


"years in the state prison. 


Mr. Burleigh’s remarks occupied about 


one hour, and were attentively listened to 


throughout, 
A recess followed, following which At 
torney General Barnard opened for the 


prosecution with the statement that this 


was the first case in the history of the 


state where there had’ been such an ex- 


haustive and fair trial. His argument was 
mainly in reference to what constitutes 
the different degrees of murder. 0 

Murderer Almy was taken to the Con- 
cord state prison on the 12:30 p. m. train 
by order of Chief Justice Doe. This deci- 
sion created intense surprise and excite- 
ment here. Judge Doe stated to the As- 
sociated Press that, as Almy was to go to 
Concord in any event, no matter what the 
decision in his case might be, he had been 
sent down by the early afternoon train 
and that was all there was to it. 

The court came in at 2 o’clock,and Clerk 
Griswold then gave the decision of the 
judges, which was received with cheers, 
The following is the official document: 
Btate of New Hampshire, Grafton County, 

Supreme Court, Eastern District; November 

term, Nov. 19, 1891; State ve. Frank C. Almy; 

Indictment for Murder: : 

The defendant having pleaded guilty, the 
question of degrees is determined by the court, 
and the court finds that the defendant is 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 

Hereupon the judgment and sentence of the 
law is that said Frank C. Almy be imprisoned 
In the state prison at Concord until the first 
Tuesday of December, 1892, and that on said 
first Tuesday of December, 1802, between the 
hours of 10 o'clock in the forenoon and 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon, within the walls or yard of 
said state prison, he shall be hanged by the 
neck until he is dead, 


IS SAWTELL’S. NEIGHBOR, 


Cries of ‘Hang Him!” ‘‘Lynch Him!’ 
Greet Almy at Concord. 


ConcorD. N. H., Nov. 20.—Several hun- 
dred people gathered at the station when 
the train with Almy arrived from Ply- 
mouth. By direction of Sheriff B-igham. 
the prisoner was obliged te walk on his 
crutches from the cars t0.a barge in which 
he was'to be conveyed to the,.prison, a 
distance of several rods. He walked with 
much difficulty, and was obliged to stop 
two or three times to rest. Almy was sur- 
rounded by sheriffs and members of the 
police, 

As he approached the barge cries of 
“Hang him,” String him up with a rope;”’ 
and “Lynch him,” were heard. After he 
got into the bargeafur coat was placed 
about his shoulders, and the barge, con- 
taining the prisoner and ten officers, was 
driven to the prison. 

The party was received at the prison by 
Warden Coldbath and Deputy binson 
and escorted to the room forthe reception 
of prisoners. The usual questions from 
which the prison record is made were pro- 
pounded and quickly answered by Almy. 

After he had been shaved and given a 


_ bath his clothing was taken from him-and 
the prison garb substituted. He was then~ 


assigned to one of the murderers’. cells. 
His nearest neighbor will be Isaac’ Saw- 
telle, who is soon to be executed for kill- 
ing his brother Hiram.

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STATE DEFEATS CHURCH, 


Archbishop of Aix Must Pay a Fine of 
- $000 Francs and Costs of Trial. 


Parts, Nov. 25.—At the trial of the 
Archbishop of Aix, when the clerk had 
read the charge against the prelate, the 
archbishop replied to the charges. He, re- 
‘called the violence to which the French 
pilgrims to Rome'had been subjected and 
dilated upon the treatment accorded them_ 
by the Roman mob. In writing his letter 
to M. Fallieres, he had, he said, no inten- 
tion_of insulting the minister, and de- 
tlared that in so writing he had only ful- 
filled his duty. His conduct, he said, had 
been approved by the Catholic episcopate. 
In no line of his action had he opposed the 
government. Beyond that he had nothing 
to say. 

The public prosecutor then setforth the 
government’s side of the case, He asked 
for the conviction of the accused, not be- 
cause he was a priest, but because he was 
a seditious citizen. He dilated upon the 


liberty accorded to the Catholic episcopate © 


in France. Never, he said, had the French 
episcopate been treated” with greater 
urbanity; never had religion enjoyed 
greater independence, Instead of break- 
ing the law, he said, the archbishop had 
raised aloft the flag of France. 

The judge sentenced the archbishop to 
ere fine of 3000 francs and the costs of the 
trial. 

As the archbishop left the court room, 
pedple eagerly crowded around him,tender- 
ing congratulations. As his carriage de- 

rted, cries of ‘‘Vive Soulard’’ were given, 

jut counter-criés of ‘‘Vive La Republique” 
were also heard, 


DR. GRAVES ON TRIAL. 


The Court Overrules His Motion for a 
Postponement of the Case, 


DENVER, Noy. 25.—Judge Rising denied 
the motion of Dr. Graves’ attorneys for a 

stponement of his trial for ninety days, 

he judge said that the first question on 
the argument was one of law, and it was 
to be determined whether the defendant’s 
attorneys, at the time the case was set for 
trial, had a right to assume that-only the 
list of witnesses indorsed on the indict- 
ment would be called. The question was 
determined by the supreme court of Colo- 
rado in the cagg.of Moneck vs. the people. 
The court held That witnesses other than 
those whose names were indorsed on the 
indictment might be called in to testify. 
The argument also raised a question of 
faith, The good faith of the district at- 
torney to carry out an arrangement be- 
tween himself and the defendant’s counsel 
was questioned. It was a matter of no 
consequence whether such an arrange- 
ment was made or not. When the case was 
set for trial on Sept. 15 the defense was 
bound to know that their witnesses would 
be called. Dr, Graves did not say that he 
did not know these new witnesses; he 
simply said he was not acquainted with 
their'character, etc. The motion must be 
denied. Judge Furman immediately took 
an exception and announced that he was 
ready to go to trial. The trial begun at 10 
o'clock this morning. 


MINNEAPOLIS WINS. 


Republican Convention Will Be Held 
There June 7, 1802. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 24.—At 11:30 a. m. 
yesterday, the National Republican com- 
mittee went into execntive session at the 
Arlington Hotel. Acting Chairman 
Clarkson presided. Every state and terri- 
tory was represented, directly or by 
proxy, except New Mexico, whose repre- 
sentative was detained on the railway. 

The committee accepted the resignations 
of Chairman Quay and Treasurer Dudley, 
and unanimously readopted the resolu- 
tions of commendation adopted by the ex- 
ecutive committee last summer. The ac- 
tion of the executive committee in naming 
J,$. Clarkson of Iowa as chairman, and 
William Barbour of New York as treas- 
urer of the committee, was approved. 

The committee went into secret session and 
began balloting. Seven ballots were taken, 
Minneapolis led in the first, second and 
third ballots, Cincinnati in the fourth bal- 
lot and then Mindeapolis took the lead. 


Minneapolis 29, Cincinnati 15, New York 
8, San Francisco withdrawn. Minneapo- 
lis will therefore be the meeting place of 
the next convention. 

June 7 was agreed upon as the ‘date “of 
the convention.

The lhory which I am about to re- 
late was told me beside the camp fire 
on the banks of the Big Squatook, in 
southeastern Quebec :

A 
party of four, devotees of gun and rod 
and paddle, we went one July to this 
land of the Big Squatook; and round 
the camp fire one chilly evening when 
asudden north wind had put an ab- 
rupt end to our- fishing, Stranion, be- 
ing in a certain sense the leader of our 
party, was called upon fora story of 
adventure.
